The suspicion grows among viewers of "Alfred Hitchcock 
Presents" that the merry master of suspense, like some of the 
characters in his wild charades, is guilty of "murder." The 
suggestion is valid. 

Though a Television Code provision requires that all 
sinners be brought to justice, Mr. Hitchcock's stranger-than- 
fiction thrilfers do not always give the Devil his due, an 
observation that meets with counter arguments from 
guardians of TV and Mr. Hitchcock's properties.' 

One popular argument is that "life sometimes lets a good 
person lose;" and don't we all agree! Another is, that al- 
though criminals get away with murder in some of the filmed 
dramatizations. Mr. Hitchcock always balances the scales in 
his closing remarks. In these he sa ys somethi ng Jibe: "Thf 
bloodshedder- got away, but 
;hings went awry for- the in- 
[ividual in a . subsequent sit- 
lation." 

Well, in last night's epi- 
sode, a story called "Museum 
Piece," Mr. Hitchcock's apolo- 
gia was inaudible, to say 
the least. Tbjj setting was 
a privately-run Southwest 
Pueblo Indian museum, which 
contained, among other relics, 
a "modern" skeleton used for 
contrast with an ancient Hdpi 
skeleton. The owner of the 
museum, one Clay Hollister, 
received a visit from a mem-
